Although tho consumption of manufac- 
tured jute products is large ou this coast, 
and the California Jute Mill is the only one 
here, ir. has bv no means hsd a rosy path 
to follow. The productions of mills in 
India, where labor costs comparatively 
nothing, are thrown upon this market in 
competition with the local mill, «nd at 
times (be State itself has entered into com- 
petition with it by selling the product of 
tlie prison mill at lowest market rates.

The progress of Oakland 
has never been subject to any utful 
strides.

It. has opened up gradually. This is 


undoubtedly due to the many first-class 
roads that pass through it. Broadway,

This road is at present on the 
verge of construction, the evidence of 
which is seen in tho various stacks of 
material already on the scene.

The ties will be imbedded in 
solid concrete, ami as a result the smooth- 
ness of the track wil. be perfect and pas- 
sengers will experience the maximum of 
comfort in street railroad tnivnl. 


The 
mr.cli-talkec.i-of 
widening 
of 


Broadway and Telegraph avenue will bu 
no benefit to .North Oakland, neither is 
it easy to see how it can be classed as an 
improvement even in the center of the 
city. The thoroughfares mentioned ara 
at present quite broad enough for the 
trallic, and the money that would be ex- 
panded in widening them would be prac- 
tically wasted. 


For tho past few years North Oakland 


has had a 
formidable 
competitor in 


Piedmont, though the opening up of 
Piedmont Heights would have proved of 
great benefit to North Oakland even- 
tually. The improving and populating 
of the former district, while it would 
have delayed for some tiiue the develop- 
ment of the latter, would not fail to af- 
fc.ct property-values favorably. 


Large numbers 
of sales have re- 


cently 
been made and all of them 


havo 
been 
for home 
sites. There 


have been no purchases of large blocks, 
to be held for speculative purposes, anil 
tliis is t.ne of the healthiest elements in 
the progress oi tbe district. 


For several years North Oakland gavo 


way to Piedmont, but the reaction has 
come sooner than was expected. For 
the reasons already stated had that ac- 
tion been deferred for a few years we 
should luive lelt it with more force. 


The northern portion of the city is 


rapidly coming into favor vrii.li 
the 


wealthier classes. 
During the past year 


several rir.e mansions have been built; 
many 
more 
are at present 
being 


constructed, and a still greater number 
are 
contemplated. 
Many 
of 
those 


already built have cost from $15,000 to 
$25,000 each. 
These figures will convey 


some idea of the style of buildings at 
present, springing 
up 
everywhere- in 


North OaUlaml. 
At the present time 


there is no district receiving as much at- 
tention from investors, especially those 
desirous of building homes, and it is ev- 
erywhere acknowledged that the general 
desire of the public is to move north- 
ward. 


This tendency is plainly demonstrated 


by the various changes made in the lo- 
cation of the Postoflice. 
Several years 


ago it ivas situated on Fourth street. 
Owing to the development of the city it 
was found necessary to move northward 
to the east side of Bradway, between 
Ninth and Tenth streets. Later still, for 
the same reason, it was removed to the 
junction of San Pablo and Telegraph av- 
nues. The city still continued to stretch 
northward, and it was again found that 
the PostotOcs was not far enough north 
for the wants of the people. 
So it was 


removed to Telegraph avenue and Sev- 
enteenth street, where it is at present. 
Ten years hence, judging from present 
indications, it will be necessary to place 
the Postoflice iu 
tbe 
neighborhood 


of Twenty-eighth street and Telegraph 
avenue in order to keep it in the center 
of the population. These changes oJ lo- 
cation are significant. 
They prove con- 


clusively that Oakland is growing more 
rapidly in a northerly direction than in 
any other, and may be taken as an im- 
partial and infallible argument in favor 
of the claim of North Oakland to be the 
most progressive portion of the city. 


The large increase of population dur- 


ing the pact two years, has rendered the 
school facilities ot North Oakland, es- 
pecially in the Second ward, inadequate 
for, the requirements of the district. Im- 
provements in the .way of additional 
school buildings are badly needed, and 
should be attended to forthwith. Each 
month the inadequacy of tbe present 


school buildings, is more plainly felt, 
and the rapid increa; e in tbe number of 
homes demands for t his department im- 
mediate attention. 


The time has alt 3 arrived when it is 


absolutely 
necessai y 
that something 


should be done with the marsh, which 
belongs as much to 1 'ortn Oakland as to 
West Oakland. Nov that tbe surround- 
ing district is being rapidly settled the 
need for some defini e and speedy im- 
provement of the c.arsh become daily 
more apparent. 
Ui doubtedly the city 


should purchase the jwamp and fill it in. 
It could then be us 3d for a public park 
or for mercantile 
jurposes, either of 


which would prove a great benefit to the 
city, and especially t > the northern and 
western portions of i . 


The demand for prjperty for residence 


purposes in thia d strict has made it 
necessary to open up more land. With, 
that object in view t everal large tracts 
are about to be cul up and there is no 
doubt that they will .peedily be built on 
and become desirabl * additions to the 
northern part of the .:ity. 


There is one featui 3 in North Oakland 


which is of vast imp irtance to the resi- 
dents of that locali y. 
After 
leaving 


Hobart street, aud go ng north a stranger 
cannot help noticing the excradorinary 
length of ths blot ks between Grove 
street and Telegraph avenue, and Tele- 
graph avenue and Bi Mclway. 
Many of 


these blocks are 01 e thousand feet in 
length on thethouro ighfares mentioned. 
This effectively red ices the danger to 
minimum. Instead > f the smaller blocks 
—seme not more then two hundred feet 
—which are to be fo md in the central 
portion o£ the city, with the attendant 
danger which num ivous street cross- 
ings afford, the resid nits of North Oak- 
land can walk a co isiderable distance 
and meet with very .'ew crossirgti. 
The 


value of thia feature to a district where 
school children ar.c 
private 
vehicles 


abound, can hardly be over-estimated, 
aud it exists in no < iner district in the 
city. 


North Oakland ha;, most undoubtedly, 


a great future before .t. It has a natural 
grade which insures i perfect system of 
drainage. The thoroi ghfares aro already 
macadamized and in some instances bi- 
tuminized; sewerage is laid, aud when 
the improvements at present iu course 
of construction and t ic additional means 
of transportation ai s completed North 
Oakland will be o le of the healthiest 
and most desirable k calities for building 
private residences in California.

An Interesting RSYJOW of His Situation

Tba year just parsed has been onu of 


marked improvement in iha industrial in- 
terests of Oakland. 
While this general im- 


provement has r.ot been by any means 
spasmodic, it has b< en steady and reliable. 
For'each of the Jai-t three years a careful 
observer cannot have failed to note a grad- 
ual development ir every branch of the 
city's mechanical industries. 


Dnring 1801 this development has been 


quite equal to and probably greater than 
what was anticipated at tbe commence- 
ment of the year. 
I cannot see that any 


one has cause to complain of the volume 
o£ trade transacted 1:1 the city, but there is 
ample evidence, on the contrary, why Oak- 
laud's merchants should be congratulated 
on the fayorable termination to what has 
been a uniformly successful year. There 
have been no business failures of any im- 
portance, and that alone is an evidence 
tbat our present commercial status rests oa 
a solid foundation. 


It is impossible to ieny the fact that Oak- 


land ii prospering commercially. 
Its un- 


usual prosperity ma 7 uot be apparent to 
those who have recently located hero and 
know little of what tbe city's trade was 
ave years ago. 
But to those who bave 


spent the greater portion of their lives here 
tbe condition of the city's present .com- 
mercial interests is very gratifying, and 
such that Oaklanders may well feel proud 
of the men vrho control them. 


What should be particularly borne in

I will admit that such is ths 
cnsc, but tho construction of another road 
would speedily be followed by a develop- 
ment of trade Trhich would undoubtedly 
support it. The greatest drawback to our 
trade today is, not tbe lack of facilities !or 
transportation but tbe loss of the large part 
of the profits that is consumed by the ratei. 
By a system of lower rates a larj;e propor- 
tion of tbe vast revenues now being paid to 
tbe railroad 
company, and which are 


practically withdrawn from circulation, «o 
far as Ouklsnd is concerned, would b.i circu- 
lated locally with n consequent benefit tJ 
the city's trade. 


It would >)« orcmattue to prophesy for

bank in Oakland. 


To the inhabitants of the city in 1891 


this may sound strange. But although 
the banking system of Oakland at the 
present time ia one of the features of the 
Pacific coast, it was far from beir. g so a 
quarter oi a century ago. 


Oakland was in fact a mere han iful of 


scattered houses, hidden among nvjgnifi- 
centoaks, of which an occasional rumple 
may still be seen. On either side of 
Broadway, from 
Fourth Htreat down 


to the wharf, a few stores displayed their 
wares. 


Farmers' wagons rolled into town to 


exchange their produce for other com- 
modities, the exchange frequently taking 
place without any resort to currency. 
Very little money and a yood deal of 
credit supplied the financial necessities 
of these early days. 


But such limited facilities for carrying 


on trade could not, of necessity, last 
long. While the city's commerce was 
confined to tbe supplying farmers with 
clothes and implements in exchange for 
produce, the absence of centers through 
•which such 
commercial 
transactions 


could be carried on, was not felt. But 
with the advent of the iron horse in 180!-;, 
these good old sleepy times be^an to 
disappear. The number of small farms 
rapidly increased, the number of shops 
also increased, dwellings 
multiplied, 


roads were opened up, aud as all these 
developments needed money to carry 
them out, the necessity for a bank arose. 
Farmers commenced to produce more 
grain than was necessary to supply their 
wants, and began to look around for 
Bonne profitable means of investing their 
surplus cash. 
.Real estate rose in value 


and changed 
hands 
rapidly. 
West 


Oakland, which consisted of six houses 
in 1802, beijan to show ever-increasing 
signs of activity, and as a consequence 
money began to circulate freely, 


The lack of a satisfactoiy method of 


sustaining commercial relations existed 
for four years after the first train passed 
along Seventh street. It was not until 
ISO" that the feeling that the city'n prog- 
ress was actually being retarded for 
want of a responsible bank resulted in 
the formation of such an institution.

Generally Steady Growth, 


The history of the real estate business 


of Oakland is practically the history of 
Oakland itself. 


Every municipal improvement, every 


public enterprise 
and every 
private 


venture exercises a direct influence on 
the value of real estate, in the neighbor- 
hood oi such improvements or specu- 
lations. 
If successful, property will in- 


evitably increase in value; if otherwise, 
the market for it will either remain | 
i tationary or it will deteriorate in value. 


lror the last ten years the improve- 


ments in Oakland have been gradual 
i.nci the value of property has proportioii- 
i.tely increased. 
In no case has the in- 


irease been spasmodic or phenomenal, 
but the ratio from year to year has been 
s-.bout the same. 


Special developments in any particular 


district natura'ly add more value to sr.r- 
rounding property. Consequently, there 
ure many instances where values have 
increased more rapidly than ia others. 
This may have been due to the building 
of a cable or electric road; the erection 
(•f some large building, as a hotel, or to the 
c-pening of new roads through tracts of 
comparatively little value previous to j 
such improvements. Such little spurts i 
i-.re necessary to the gradual develop- , 
inent of a city, and while partaking of i 
the nature of a boom are followed by a j 
healthy continuance of prosperity, in 
etead of the reaction that invariably fol 
lows a so-called "boom/1 


The past year has been a brisk one for j 


the real estate business in all parts of j 
the 
city, from the beginning of the I 


that ten years ago the c mter of Oakland 
was pretty \vell developed, and that 
many of the districts which are now 
flourishing suburbs ware then very 
sparsely settled. 


The making of the boulevard, the 


improvements being cat :ied out in West 
Oakland, the prospec' ive cable

B. C. Cnvellier Writes for 
Progress 


and Home Industry. 


The form West Oak Hud is e/;ne rally 


applied to til' that portion of our city 
lying west of Market street am" extend- 
ing from the San Antonio ostaaiy ou the 
south to about Twonty-oigUth jrreet o;i 
the north. 


The development of this section of 


Oakland during tho past ten y-;ars lias 
been one oi steady and sat s-'aftory 
growth. There has beon no bcota, and 
consequently no reaction, bn 
unim- 


proved property has gradually grown 
scarcer, prices have enhanced aad hold- 
ers have bean firmer in their ciamanda. 
On all sides improvements have been 
juade, miles of streets macadam '.zed and 
Sewered, and in the matter of cement 
sidewalks West Oakland does not Fear 
comparison with any other section of the 
city. 


West Oakland is more especially a dis- 


trict of homes. Of tho thousiuds of 
houses built within tho last few years, it 
is safe to say that at least SO per cent. 
are occupied by the owners, The result 
is shown in tho neat and trim appear- 
ance of tho residences, the veil-kept 
gardens, and tha general air of tidiness 
and prosperity which characterizes the 
dwellings of this ssction. 


With the exception of Seventh street, 


where at each railroad station there is a 
nucleus oi stores of more or less import- 
ance, there ar.^ no business streets iu 
West Oakland, but what it lacks in 
quantity it makes np in quality,' many of 
the Btorea at Adeline, Center and notably 
at the Point station, carrying extensive 
and varied stock of goods. The AVost 
Oaklander has considerable local pride 
and while ho may take a free ride on 
the train and promenade Broadway to 
see the sights he generally contributes 
if hat he can to the building up oj his 
part of town by dealing with the trades- 
people in his section. The proof of this 
lies in the fact that not a few of the 
storekeepers are the owners of the build- 
ings in which they conduct thair bus- 
iness. 


The best evidence of the extensive 


growth of West Oakland can be found 
in » comparison of the passenger traffic 
oi today at the various stations of the 
local trains with what it was a few years 
ago. 
To say that where five passengers 


got on the train* seventy-five or 100 now 
board the cars, in no exaggeration.

Here the weft- 
winds blow fresh, and pure from the ba\- 
before becoming impregnated w i t h t h j 
poisonous gases of tho marth, which arj 
then wafted over to tho other sections cf 
the city. 


And yet the 
development of Weft 


Oakland has not been what it woul i 
otherwise have been had it not had t > 
contend with 
several 
disadvantages 


which it is just as well to admit. 
For 


some reason or another, that foul, sower- 
defiled marsh lying on the borders of th > 


! bay north of Sixteenth street has mosi 


i unjustly become associated in the public 
mind with West Oakland as a whole, 
and, therefore, has caused in a manner 
ii certain prejudice against this portion 
of the city. Now, as a matter of fact, 
the marsh is no more West Oakland';; 
marsh than it is North, South or East 
Oakland's marsh, for it ia the marsh oi 
the whole city of Oakland. It is a stand- 
ing disgrace to the entire community, 
r.nd the one foul spot upon Oakland'^ 
fair escutcheon. 


That this evil must be removed there 


can be no doubt; that it will soon b e - j 
converted into a beautiful park should 
be the wish and aim of all progressive 
and fair-minded citizens. It is true that 
such a park would be of very great direct 
benefit to this section of the city, but 
what of that? It would not be so to the 
detriment of any other part of the com- 
munity. On the contrary, such a vast 
and beautiful flower garden situated at 
the very entrance of Oakland would be 
of incalculable benefit to the entire city. 
How different then would be the im- 
pressions of Oakland received by the 
thousands of travelers who pass in front 
of the present marsh in the seventy-four 
trains which daily stop at the Sixteenth 


street depot, eighteen oi which nro ma:.r. i Oakland is blessed with. Either tho 


I Ir.e. trains going or comiuir overland, and i present schools must be very materially 
to a;id from !he interior of the Stale. 


What an opportunity there will be for 


a good hotel within sight of the bay, 
with verandas and porches facing tho 
park, all with;,i ihrea or four minutes' 
drive from thu depot, a p'.ace where thy 
weary traveler could find rest and re- 
fre-hiuent at onco without further delay, 
and having obtained these then drive 
through the park on his way to tho bus- 
iness portion of the city, or if of an econ- 
omical turn oi mind, take the electric 
cars which will shortly be running to 
thy Sixteenth streetdapot. 


Another disadvantage to West Oak- 


land, a:id one which lias materially re- 
tarded its dovelopinaut, has been the 
lack ol rapid and ctflicient transit facili- 
tieri to the center of the city from those 
portions of the district away from the 
•Seventh street local trains. For Borne 
two years and a half now, as appears 
from sundry interviews published in the 
daily papers, tho olficers of the Oakland 
Consolidated .Railway Companies (better 
known as the Piedmont Cable Company), 
have been holding out dnlnsive promises 
to the people of West Oakland that the.!1 
present very unsatisfactory system oft 
horso cars on Fourteenth street would 
bo transformed into a cable road. Eacl 
year tho story lias been the same: " iVe 
will possibly build the cable road in the 
spring." 
'-'We will probably construct 


the road this summer." ''It will un- 
doubtedly be done in tho fall." 
The 


rains have sot in, we cannot well do tho 
work in tho winter, you know." And so 
the old story has been told and retold 
until now at tho mere mention of the 
proposed Fourteenth street cable road, 
the West Oaklandar gives a sickly smile 
and mutters, '"'chestnut. 


However, there is delight and hope 


ahead, for George W, JIcNear declares 
tiiat iuside of two or three months his 
company will have electric cars running 
to and from the Sixteenth street depot at 
intervals of five minutes, and judgin_ 
from the manner in which his company, 
without noise or bustle, without tootin 
of horn or self-glorification, has quitely 
Bet to work and filled in a roadbed 
across the inarsh at Seventeenth street, 
the electric road people are in earnest. 


Another thing West Oakland stands 


in need of is more electric lights and 
plenty of them. Among all the main 
thoroughfares running east and west, 
such as Seventh, Righth, Fourteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, there should be 
electric lights at distances of not more 
than two blocks apart; likewise for the 
principal streets running north and 
south, such as Market, Adeline, Center 
and Peralta streets. 


Again, one of the most pressing needs 


of West Oakland is for more public 
school facilities. Even with the relief 
afforded by the large Catholic parochial 
school, which' provides for a very con- 


enlarged or at least t- o new scboolhcuscs 
should be constrncte 1. The latter plan 
would be the better, but relief of some 
sort must bo had, foi as it i.s now, num- 
bers of children are i istrictcd to half-day 
classes and deprived of the full share of 
educational advantai 33 which it should 
be the duty and prid ) of thi> community 
to afford to each an i every child in its 
midst. 


Of several things West Oakland can 


justly boast. Its res dents are progres- 
sive and public spiri jcl. They are not 
sectional nor clann sh. They do not 
envy the good that u ay come to other 
districts of the city 
iy public improve- 


ments. They are fri :iids of public edu- 
cation, and on elect'u n day, when the 
questions of bonds fo • the public schools, 
for the West Osklam 
park and for the

for tho approval of t! e people, the citi- 
zens of West Oaklan-1 will make them- 
selves 
heard in n > uncertain, tones.

E. P. Vandercook Writes of the 


Reaim Across the Lake, 


IMch Embraces Nearly One-Third of 


tiie Entire City's Avea. 


East Oakland, as that section of Oak- 


land lying easterly from Lake ^Territt is 
commonly calleil, comprises inoro than 
one-third of the area of tho city. 


Geographically considered, the loca- 


tion of East Oakland is unsurpassed. 
Lake Merritt on the west, tho estuary of 
San Antonio ami tho large tidal basin on 
the south, the fertile valley of Alameda 
county on the enst and the rolling hills, 
with the loftier raniie, in the background 
on the north combine to make this one 
of the most picturesque portions of the 
city. 


As a desirable place for residence East 


Oakland has, in the past few years, be- 
come mos: favorably known. The promi- 
nent characteristics of this section are 
the higher elevation, milder temper- 
ature and greater freedom from fogs than 
other sections closer to the bay or ocean 
enjoy. 


The commercial 
interests of 
East 


Oakland are as yet in their infancy. 
It 


is the location, however, of one of the 
most important manufacturing industries 
on the coast, the California Cotton Mills, 
an acquisition of which the city may 
well te proud. Besides this, other en- 
terprises are successfully carried on here, 
among which are tha pottery works, tho 
tanneries, 
lumber, 
wood, coal and 


feed yards, and general merchandise 
business. 
.From a, commercial, stand- 


point few people 
have realized 
the 


importance to our city of the work now 
being carried on by the (jovernment 
in the dredging and deepening of that 
portion of Oakland harbor contiguous to 
East Oakland and the improvements of 
the channel leading to the Bay of San 
Francisco. 
Here the narrow channel 


widens out into a natural, beautiful, and 
commodious harbor, about !)« miles in 
length and % of a mile in breadth. Hero 
will be found ample room for the largest 
manufacturing and business enterprises 
with the best of harbor facilities. Here 
water and rail meet, land can be bought 
by the acre at low prices, and ample 
wharfage facilities obtained. 


By the enterprise of private citizens 


marsh lands are being reclaimed, chan- 
nels dug and wharves built in anticipa- 
tion of the time when the harbor shall 
have been deepened stifficienily to admit 
the passage of vessels of all descriptions. 
At the present rate of progress the timr- 
ia not far distant when the enterprise oi 
those engaged in the development ol 


water-front property will meet its ic- 
wai-d, and lv.i'-;t Oakland will b-come an 
important commercial center.

Mills 
This ia the oldest incorporated school for girls in California. Mil 


College and Seminary was founded by Dr. and Mrs. C. T. Mills in i36s. 


It was first at Benii-ia, but was removed to its present site in iS/i, 


when Uic main builditig was constructed. Since then there have been 
six other buildings added.

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THE BUILDINGS. 


The main building, a fine structure three stories in height, with a 


frontage of over 200 feet, has on its southern side one of the most elegant j 
ar.il snarious lawns in the Sta te, aro'.tr.d which there runs a broad, grav- 
eled drivevay. A little farther back, and on the west, is a large three-! 
story building, having on the lower floor an aniple gymnasium, and I 
above the art studio a.nd the museum as well as several class rooms. 


On the east side is College Hall, built some two years ago for the 


accommodation of advanced stud.ents. 


Another very handsome building, known as Science Hall, is now- 


being constructed, aud will furnish the best of facilities for scientific 
studies. 


Special mention should be made of the library, a gera of a build- 


ing. 
Upon the shelves of the varior.s alcoves a library of five thousand 


volumes is accessible to the students. 
There is also an observatory well 


equipped. 


Two cottages are occupied by Professors. 
Farther away are the er.- 


"•ine-house and ster.in laundry, gas-house and servants' houses. 
A Post- 


office, Telegraph and Express Office are connected with the college. 


A'i the buildings are supplied with the best of spring water, lighted 


with gas and warmed by steam. 
Tbe rooms are well furnished, and a 


most homelike air pervades the whole institution, quite unlike ordi- 
nary boarding schools. Two pupils occupy one room. If desired, how- 
ever, cue may room alone. 


THE GROUNDS. 


The grounds embrace an area of over 100 acres, which have been laid 


out -with elegance and taste. There are over three miles of gravelled 
•walks and many charming sheltered retreats where the pupils may study 
in the open air. 


There are fountains, well-kept lawns and charming flowers and 


shrubs, which, added to the beauty with which nature has endowed the 
place, make Mills College one of the most charming spots on tbe coast. 
The college is sheltered from wind and fog, the location is free from 
malaria, the climate being famed for its geniality and salubrity. 


Away fro.'a the excitement and temptations of a town, the students 


are able to exercise much in the open air. 


The Gymnasium, tbe Lawn Tennis and Croquet grounds afford ample 


opportunity for agreeable sports. 


Great attention is paid to the health and habits of the students, and 


illness is very rare. 
Property Valued at Over $300,- 


000, a Gift to Young Women. 


In 1877 Dr. and Mrs. Mills deeded this valuable property to a Board 


of Trustees that it might be held forever for the education of young 
women. The Trustees are among the best men of the State. 


Dr. Mills died in 1884. Mrs. Mills has since carried forward the 
work.

Us said that .Brooklyn 
had no business houses worth seein::, 
that it wus the sleeping place of Ive.v 
York. 


Oakland, though similarly situated, 


can make abettor showing, for it can i e 
proved by the mercantile agency boo!- s 
that today it is the thiul city in Califor- 
nia in the number ot business house-*, 
and iu the volume of business, and that 
it has less failures than any city on tl>e 
coast. 


The business of a postoffice is a fair

Postmaster Bishop says that according 
to this test Oaklatid is growing at pres- 
ent faster than at any previous time in 
her history, and (.hat the great growth 
of tho city in 1SOS was gauged by the 
Postuffice business. In tha last week 
of December of that year there were 
handled 1340 letters, and the receipts 
from the sale of postal money orde; 3 
were $14,563 for the year. Mr. Bishoa 
tells us that at present he handles 175 - 
000 pieces a week aud does a mouey or- 
der business of $500,000 a year, showing 
that the poetoffice business and cous<•- 
i.equently the mercantile business, hrs 
grown out of all proportion to the popu- 
lation.

The education of the buyers to ths ad- 


vantages possessed by Oakland mer- 
chants; the hast iiing of the completion 
of the Oakland harbor; making way for 
and giving a helping hand to all rail- 
roads, local and foreign, steam, electric 
or cable; the hastening of the improve- 
ment of the streets and the roads leading 
into the city; the building of ware- 
houses that merchandise intended for 
foreign shipment or distribution inland 
may be stored hero, so aa to save time 
and cost of handling; securing the build- 
ing of a. first-class hotel; encouraging 
the increase of banks, bank capital a.nd 
bank buildings; demanding that the 
landlords erect modern, roomy stores aud 
business blocks; helping public im- 
provements, such as school buildings, 
poBtoffice buildings, parks and boule- 
vards, in keeping with the size, popula- 
tion, prestige and wealth of our city.

things is in harmony with the age, and i-; 
appreciated by tbe present 
generation. 
The six trips a day were even a more 
frequent service to tbe dwellers in the 
forest in 1SS", thf.n the fUteen-miuute ser- 
vice is in 1891. 


But this is a world of changes. Go ahead ! 


The city of Oakland will be yours 
altogether in very few years from "now. 
Much as my mind lingers over the memo- 
ries of tee pood old times, lam forced to 
acknowledge that life is far more pleasant 
in our city of churches than it was in the 
city of oafcs, in the days I used to throw 
obnoxious passengers off the "local."

Beginning a year and a half ago a 


noticeable increase was manifest in the 
attendance in the schools. With this 
increase came a simultaneous scarcity 
ef dwellings and * lively demand lor 


With tne advent of sprinc tho build- 


ing of the electric road connecting Oak- 
land and Berkeley was inagurated. 
As 


the work went ou, its effect couid be

exultation which 


marked the advance of improvement. 
One of the first results noted was the ad- 
vance in the prices of real estate, which 
went up all along the lino, and have 
kept going up ever since. This was not 
the first rise in the value of land, but it 
was one of the most important advances, 
nnd showed that lack of facilities for get- 
ting people to the town had long caused 
the retarding of improvement. The com- 
pletion of the road marks an important 
point in the history of the development 
of Berkeley, 


'Tg close upon the completion 


of the electric road and its successful 
operation came the building and oper- 
ation of the first street car lino in Berk- 
ley- — the Claremont, University and 
Femes Street Railroad, connecting East 
and West Barkeley. Another import- 
ant point, was again to ba noted, the 
joining of fcbe East and West ends by a 
comfortable and qniok mode of travel. 
Built entirely with Berkeley capital the 


road has the lionor of being tho pioneer 
improvement of a local character. 


With the cominy; of spring another 


lino of improvement was pushed ahead 
with sploudid energy—the improvement 
of the streets. The greater portion of 
Berkeley lies on the gentle slope from 
the hiile to t.ha oay and affords excellent 
opportunities lor gradiut; and drainage. 
Miles after miles of street work has been 
done during the year and has made a 
wonderful improvement in the appear- 
ance and comfort of the town. Realiz- 
ing the importance of such work the 
cfliciul boards have insisted on ita bsmg 
done in the best minn.ur and have seen 
that only tht> best was accepted. 


One feature of this street work that 


has been of great good is the laying of 
cement sidewalks. Many miles of thia 
sidewalk have beenputdown. The drain- 
age system has been improved greatly 
and is, on the main, i good one. Over 
SoOO, 000 has been expended during-the 
year for streets, sidewalks and sewers. 


One fant which has proved somewhat 


of a. drawback to the development of tha 
town has teen a scarcity of water. Strict 
measures had to be used attimoa to make 
the available supply last from one wet 
season to another. Such has been the 
case this year, bus before the ciose of 
this month there will be completed a 
largo reservoir of sufficient capacity to 
give tho town an abundance of water for 
yenrs to come. All fear of a water fani- 
ir.o in future years is thus happily dissi- 
pated. 


Other improvements have been made 


of equal importance with those men- 
tioned. The facilities for lighting the 
town have been much improved, and by 
arrangements and contracts made during 
the year an abundance of light dispels 
the darkness and jights the entire town. 
An incandescent circuit aS'ords light for 
the stores and for many residences, 
where gas is being discardad for the elec- 
tric lamps. 


The carrying trade bei.ween San Fran- 


cisco am' Oakland and Berkeley has, o! 
course, greatly increased, and this fact 
can be easily recognized by the great 
miaiber of rival express companies en- 
gaged in the business, and from the fact 
that two ferries between San Francisco 
and Berkeley are now crowded with 
work, where a year ago one handled the 
traffic with ease. 
. 
The growth of the town may also be 


seen from the increase in tho number of 
stores. Every available store is occu- 
pied, and in East Berkeley there are in 
course of erection buildings that will 
accommodate eleven stores, aad all have 
been engaged before the buildings arn 
Cniehed. With increased facilities for 
getting their wares, and with less rents 
to pay, the B'.;rk3ley tradesmen can 
easily compete with tha Oakland or San. 
Francisco merchants. They are branch- 
ing out and are securing contracts fo. 
supplies that have always been consid- 
ered the sure property of Oakland ci 
San Francisco dealers.

-ilance at the educatip lal acd church in- 
erests of Berkeley n ay not bo out oi 
place. No feature ol tha growth of the 
town during the year s more worthy oi 
note than the increast in the attendance 
it the public schools. TLa iocrcass in 
the enrollment of tha High school haa 
!ieen this year over twenty-five per cent 
greater thaa that of as; year. 
In the 


:ower grades the inci jase has been al- 
most equally as large. As a consequence 
the town has been ca ight without ade- 
quate accommonatioi s for its school 
children. The annesat .on of South Berke- 
ley added to the dilimma. The only 
way to solve the quest on was to build 
new schoolliouses ; an i at a special elec- 
tion, held for thepurpi so on October 31st, 
the people assumed ar 
indebtedness of 


$50,000, for the purpoi e of securing sites 
for the erection of suil itile school build- 
ings. However, the plans drawn up 
some months ago fort >e expenditure ol 
the money thus raiae< , are already ap- 
pearing inadequate, i nd era long the 
amount of tbe indebte Iness may have to 
be doubled for the 
pi rpose of giving to 


this center of educati' n, suitable build- 
ings for the accomijaori ition of its schools. 


The State Univ^rsit' has had a won- 


derful growth during the last half d» 
cade, and this year ths growth has been 
large, A nnmber o 
new men have 


been added to the efficient corps of 
instructors and the 'acuity has been 
greatly strengthened. When the Stan- 
ford University open* d its doors many 
ceoule orocheaied tha . the State institu- 
tion would go begging for students. So 
far from that has been the fact that there 
is today the largest n iraber of students 
enrolled in the institir.ion that haa ever 
been reached. 
In Be -keley 495 under- 


graduate and thirty jraduats students 
are enrolled in the various classes^ 
making aHotal of 525. In San Francisco 
there are over 4:20 r. iore, swelling tho 
actual enrollment of California's Uni- 
versity to over 950 .indents.

On the whole, regarded from any point 


of view, the year 1801 draws to a close 
an important one for Berkelev. No groat 
or sudden revalution in any phase of the 
town development has been made, but 
the growth has been of the healthy kind 
which leaves behind a firmer foundation 
for the successive growth of future years,

O£ Alameda it may be truly said it it a 


model place for a home, enjoying, as it 
doaa, very many ef 
the advantages 


which go toward making a habitation 
within its limits unusually attractive and 
pleasant. 


Alameda, Spanish for "shady walk," 


Is situated on tlie easterly side of San 
Frauciuco bay, and distant from San 
Francisco about eight rnilos. As a place 
of suburban residence it is, and must ne- 
cessarily remain in great favor, on ac- 
count of its splendid and unusually ex- 
cellent traveling facilities, it being a fact 
that hardly any location within the city 
limits is moro than five minutes' walk 
from a railroad sUtion. 


It haa within the past four years mado 


remarkable strides of improvement, and 
has gained for iUelf the reputation of 
being the most progressive city on tha 
Pacific coast. 


The place has never yet been through 


the throes of a sensational boom; or, in 
other words, no efforts have been mada 
by its residents or speculators to inflate 
its realty values oa paper, to what must 
inevitably prove the city's certain future 
detriment in fact. The large tracts of 
' and within the limits of the city were so 
few as to almost totally discourage &uy 
attempt at systematic booming. 


That tho growth of Alameda is a 


healthy one is evidenced by tha fact that 
it first began to move and improve itself 
at a tiuj« when values, business and 
population of eitiss north and south of 
us, which had be^n enjoying unpurallel- 
ed prosperity, were on the decline. 


The population at present is estimated 


to be at leaat 12,000, an increase in five 
years of about .3000. Alameda enjoys 
alone the proud but modest distinction 
of being the only place in the United 
States the population of which was 
proven by the omcial census reports to 
be equal to that claimed by its friends 
and press. The number claimed was 
16,000; the actual population as shown 
by tha cansuo reports was 11,186. 


Thera are many advantages enjoyed 


by the people of our beautiful city which 
more particularly recommend it to those 
seeking a home where their familieg m»v 
he as free as possible from such influ- 
ences as are detrimental to both morals 
and health. 


An almost perfect sewer system which 


is thought to be (he best in the world, 
formulated by Engineer Seliuewlorof Sau 


Francisco, and approved by the notetj 
Sanitary Expert and Engineer polonel 
Warring, gives such perfect drainage aj 
to seldom if ever call for complaint, 
The sewers aro constructed on eucb. 
principles as to almost preclude tha 
possible formation of sewer gas. 


Our climate seems to be conducive toi

The undeairabla element of population 


which infests moat cities of correspond- 
ing size with Alameda has hardly any 
habitation with us, and ita presence is 
hardly noticeable. In an effort to pre- 
vent and discourage its growth tha 
Board of Trustees of the city BO ma 
months ago determined to and did raise 
the liquor license to such a figure aa they 
hoped would necessarily lessen the num- 
ber of saloons withia the city. Tha 
effect has proven to be as wai hoped for. 


The improvement of the roadirayi oi 


the streets has been by macadamizing, 
and daring the past four yeari thirty 
miles of street* bava been BO improved. 
The side walks are constructed of artificial 
stone, and of this material sixty-five 
miles have been laid, of an average width, 
of five feet. 


The governing body of the city is a 


Board of five Trustees, who serve with- 
out pay, and are so elected that at laast 
two vacancies occur every two Tears. 


Thus far in the history of our city tha 


members of itu board have never bean 
elected on a question of politics, bat tha 
questions arising have been rather aa to 
the nupposed fitness of the candidatei 
for tho olh'ca—an example which could 
be imitated with success by more pre- 
tentious places. 


There are fer,- places whose resident* 


are more proud of their many advant- 
ages than Alameda, and with few ex- 
ceptions almost all unit* in endeavori tfl 
Btill more improve and beautify thaplaca 
that it may prove attractive to the home- 
seeker.

The sanitary and hyuienic corditions 


of all the school buildings havo beoi 
completely renovated during the past 
year, and ara at present in a thoionutily 
efficient state. All tho sewers have nuen 
renewed, nntl in this respect our -jchools 
are inferior to none in (he H:nte. 


While- the buildings havo been greatly 


improved, many radical improv'ments 
have also taken place in the educational 
methods adopted in tho school:-. The 
object of a school is la develop power, to 
assist in the proper unfolding of ihe 
child's mind, and to place him in such a 
position, both mentally and prm-ieallv, 
that he is able to eara an inde'p indent 
existence.

which physical training hasbeeri intro- 
duced into cur schools under the efficient 
supervision of Paul Uth the excellent 
results obtained through it are deserving 
of some notice. 
In comparing our 


schools with others, we fed proud tint 
they stand on a footing equal with that 
of the best Eastern schools, where this; 
branch of education has been taught for 
years and has been found so beneluual 
that it has become a tixed part of Ihe 
curriculum. I is universally conceded 
that in modern educalion, where year by 
year more and more dcinnml is made 
upon the intellectual forces, that it is 
necessury to counteract this strain by 
the application of methodical physical 
training. Lt has been argnod Unit physi- 
cal training is not a necessary brunch of 
education, and that eimilar results would 
be obtained were tbo children left 
t-> 


follow their natural instincts. The school 
work necessitates conlv.ieuitMii in injuri- 
ous positions for much time, and I In- 
growing body needs special exercises tn 
counteract this. Parents certainly have 
the right, to expect that the school re- 
turns their children in as good physical 
condition as wht-n they entered. 
Mud-, 


lias already been done in this direction, 
and we are assured that if so much 
beneiit can bo derived from this brunch 
in so short a time and with such limited 
facilities, we shall, in the very mur 
futr.re, witness a remarkable develop- 
ment in physical training among the 
school children of Oakland. 


Many improvements are now in prog- 


ress, and when our imw schools are built 
Oakland will have the linest school svg- 
tem on the Pacific coast.

The 
advisability of this step has alreadybeen 
proved. A large number of pupils im- 
mediately entered themselves 
for the 


extended course, and tho results have 
been very Kratifyiog and have even 
exceeded the most sancuine expecta- 
tions. Many of the pupils have already 
completed the fourth course and success- 
fully graduated from the business and 
Industrial class during tbis fail. The 
past year has been an eventful one for 
the evening schools. The necessities fqr 
additional nisrht classes have received 
special attention and have been greatly 
extended. In answer to petitions from 
the various communities, classe.-i have 
Veen organized in the east, went and 
northern divisions of the city and are 
being well patronized. 


During the year an industrial clasa was 


opened in connection with the Central 
Bchoo! for five nights each wei-k. It 
proved to be a very acceptable develop- 
ment to our school system, as is proved 
by the fact that during the year 841 
pupils have nvailed themselves of the 
advantages offered by it. 


In the early part of the year the Board 


of Education, in view of the fac t that 
the increase in population of the city 
from year to year has outgrown trie ac- 
commodation for pupils in our public 
schools, deemed it proper and advisable 
to issue a statement of facts and what, 
in thoir opinion, were the urgent needs 
of the School Department.

What a change! What a greeting for 


Christmas morning 1 


Rain was falling in torrents; the dark- 


ness was so dense it could almost be feU, 
und was rendered blacker by the occa- 
sional blinding flashes of lightning ; the 
wind was howling, whistling and making 
JEoliau music through the rigging, and 
was accompanied by frequent discharges 
of heaven's artillery ; the white wave;-, 
allied into fury by the force of the tem- 
pest, were hurling their crests on the 
sleeks; and the sailors were trying in 
vain to ciew up the fluttering fragments 
of the torn sails ' afore their violent flap- 
ping should carry away the masts. 


We were in the vortex of a cyclone. 
The red and green arcs of the vessel's

As is usual with tropical storms tbe 


wind died away almost as sudden as it 
rose and Again left us, partially wrecked, 
to the mercy ot the conflicting currents 
that hold high carnival around the shores 
of Lombok. 


A few observations and cross-bearings 


soon convinced the captain that we were 
drifting fast toward the shore. By1 this 
time a. dead calm prevailed, although 
the sea was much disturbed by the 
heavy swell—tbe inevitable aftermath of 
a storm. 


Soundings were taken, but showed no 


bottom at 100 fathoms, so it was useless 
to think of anchoring. With ever in- 
creasing speed the Excelsior approached 
those almost perpendicular cliffs. 


Soundings were again taken, but still 


no bottom was reached. 


We wera not more than half a mile off 


nnd wera fast entering the seething over- 
falls caused by the meeting of several 
approaching currents. 


"Swing out the boats! See that the 


water-breakers are full and falls clear 
for lowering!" were the captain's orders. 
OThey were obeyed without any seem- 
ing confusion. The gig and tho life- 
boat were swung out, lowered to the 
level of the rail aud speedily provisioned. 


The vessel was drawn into the boilius 


waters, and uucier their influence com- 
menced to turn round and round and 
perform all manner of erratic maneuvers. 
A few minutes more aud she would 
strike the cliffs and in all probability 
sink. 


Nearer—nearer—nearer! One minute 


more would decide her fate.

The buildings of Oakland, are typical ol

'Jhey were both valuable men to the com- 
munity in their time, each in his charac- 
teristic way, and each liked his own way 
and not that of tbe other. 


Uagar: wai tho Republican "boss" of the 


county, and the Colonel believeo that he 
run the Democratic machine, anil in thin 
fond delusion he paid out many a dollar 
for bonfires and other campaign uxr eases. 
Oagan was a shrewd politician and. he 
profitted by bis labors, while tha Colone.

Brpderick'sraKed and replaced the 
timepiece in his pockat. 


"The 
duel was to be fought with navy 


revolvers, at a distance of ten paces, the 
siirnnl lor the bhooting being 'one, two, 
throe, fire!' 
At the word 'lire' tLe parties 


were to shoot, and if they desired, wore to 
advance toward each other, tiring until 
all tho six chambers of their revolvers were 
emptied. 


"When askod if they were ready, both 


men replied in the affirmative, thu word 
'tire' was given and they both commenced 
firing. 
After tho firs', ohot Broderick's ex- i 


pioded cap caught in the cylinder of his j 
pisioijand he did not have utrenKth enough 
ia one, band to cock it in the usual way. [ 
Ho then grabbed it in both hands, and, ! 
putting the. pistol between his knees, pro- 
ceeded tu cock it. 


"While iu this position, facing bis op- 


ponent, he wiis struck by a bullet from 
Smith's pistol. 
The ball hit him in the. 


stomach and staggered him. ami his hat 
feil to the ground. 
Having succeeded ip 


corking his pistol, he returned the lire, and 
they both kept shootinu' until they had 
(ired their six shots. 
The seconds then 


rusneii up to their respective principals, 
and Turner unbuttoned Broderick's coat. 
i stood close *.o him, and OH examination 
we found that thu bullet had hit the center 
of his heavy-cased watch, and that frag- 
ments ol the bullet wont through both 
cases and cut his stomach. 
Judge Smith 


was not hit at all. 


"After u few moments Turner asked 


Firoderick if he, felt abio to renew the duel. 
His reply was, 'Certainly I am.' The peo- 
plo on both si.les were ordered back, but 
on Mr. Smith's acknowledging that I'rod- 
erick was an honorable Rentleman the 
principals shook hands and the affair was 
endoil. 


"After the duel it was impossible for all 


the people to get back to San Francisco on 
the H:imu day, and many walked up to an 
old housj known as the Kutudillo Uancho, 
a private ma- sion occupied by Spanish 
people, which was situated where San I/e- 
iindro now is.

Alaraeda county is one of the fairest, 


most productivn and populous counties of 
California. 
It covers an area of more than 


eight hundred square miles, making it 
noarly two-thirds tbe size of tbe titr.te of 
Khjile Island. 
In point of wealth it is 


second ouly to fc'.iu Francisco. 


With an avernije breadth of twenty-live 


miles, it is bounded upon the north by 
Contra Costa co'inty, upon tho east by San 
Joaquiu county nnd upon the south by 
Santa Claru county. 
Its principal valleys 


are Livc-rmoro, K mol and Calaveras, Castro, 
Amador and liuraga, all of rich soils, 
where eemi-trop cal fruits flourish luxuri- 
antly. Tha coui.ty is watered by numerous 
streams, of which the Alameda creek is 
the largest, anil most important. 
Tins 


stream rises in the hills of Banta Clara

Tho history of Alameda county is us 


interesting an t.'iat of any in the Union. 
Diego de Borica waa Governor of tbe in- 
definitely knowi. Spanish territory of Alta 
California when the first settlement was 
made in the rtgion now covered by Ala- 
meda county. Jrriar Ysidro Barcinallo and 
Friar Augustin Merin, oo. tho ISth day of 
June, 1797, founded the mission ot Kan 
Jose to convert lue savages, and built an 
adobe church, -vuicb, witti some oi' the 
m.ssion buildins*, ii Btiil standing, though 
disintegrating tl.rough long neglect. 


Owing to the untiring efforts of those 


early Fathers tin.- mission of San Jose pros- 
pered, and becai le far more opulent and 
important than i s neighbors of ban Fran- 
cisco and Smita 
:iura. To trace the grad- 


ual developmer;! of these early missions, in 
the light of tbe f.'towth of tbe surrounding 
country, wo'.tid Trove a mine of interest tu 
the local antiquarian. In 1322 the mission 
of San Jose had baptized 4573 Indlins, and 
Us herds raugei. over the hills by thou- 
sands. 


In 18^,9 it had '.300 Indians upon its roll 


of converts, tbe^i living about the mission 
bouse and tilling tbe mission fields. Then 
Came the Mexican revo.ut'.on, nnd in rapid 
succession the stoulanzalion and despolia-

It started and operated the

v> orks for tbe reduction of 


rebellious ores. 
It was Ibo seat of the 


grapa, fig, orane ) and ol'.ve culture of tlie 
State. It const! tided the second railroad 
in the State, thai from Ciiuton, now a purl 
ot tho city of Of-.klaud, to that poiut ori tho 
bay of Sau Frantiisco, in Oaklai-d, nearest 
opposite Goat Island, and which afterwards 
became par'; of the great Central Paciiic 
railroad system. 


In 1853 Al.ime.la county was created by 


the Legislature vitb its present bounds; it 
had than a population of 3000, and the 
coanty-seat was fixed at. New Haven, now 
Alvurado. In December, 180-1, the county- 
scat was, by majority vote, moved to San 
Leanc.ro; then, because ol informality in 
tha election, oMertd back to Alvarado, 
and again, iu IK-ti, removed to SanLcandro 
by act of the Legislature. 


It is not yet half a century since the first 


grant of land to a foreigner was civen to 
William Welch, who received, in 1841, the 
three sauare leagues o[ Lae Juntas. 


The Assessor's records for 1S5G showed 


the county to have produced in that year 
almost 2,000,000 bushels of cereals. Wheat 
was grown upon 22,054 acres, barley upon 
20,000, and potaioes upon 3108. 
Apple or- 


chards covered -120 acres, peach orchards 
173 acre», and vineyards thirty-four acres. 
Live stock was enumerated as 473-1 head of 
borsea, 1007 mules, 17,548 neat stock, and 
9323 aheep. 
The average yield per acre of 


the 56,509 acres under tilth was fifty bush- 
els, valued at .$1"0, from which the annual 
product of tbe young and thinly populated 
county may be estimated et $4,000,000. 


"What a smile ibese figures oauee on the 


face of a resident of AJaineda county in 
1891! 
Perhaps nothinc is better calculated to 


convey a correct impression of the various 
townships and incorporated cities of Ala- 
merta county than a careful glance through 
tbeir respective assessments for the last 
ten years. 
Such figures nre interesting. 
They are 


not mere quaniities devoid ot any other 
than mathematical interest—they are his- 
torical. Every i.icrease in the rolls means 
more than tbe mure addition to local wealth 
that it indicates. 
It means that the plow- 


shares are making the soil provide men 
with fortunes; ii means that the forest is 
becoming » city; it means that the general 


status o£ Alameda connty is steadily beinc 
raised to a higher plane.

J he asiessment rolla do not increase wltb 


perfect regularity, but there are several 
causes which have a tendency to produce 
the apparent discrepancies. 
In the first 


place they may be due to radical cbanrcs 
in certain districts that, although they have 
since yielded beneficial results, did not do 
so at once. 
Again, a change of assessors 
will frequently be tho m«aus of slight 
fluctuations m values, but these instances 
are very rare. 


La»tly, the assessments are alwavs sub- 


ject to the State Board of Equalization. 
Ibis is undoubtedly the moat frequent 
cause of change, the State board having 
sometimes increased or reduced the roll ot 
certain districts all the wav from 5 to 30 
per cent. 
• 


Judging, however, by tbe last ten years, 


the progress of Alameda county as proved 
by the assessment rolls has been steady, 
rapid and. in some instances, phenomenal.

The Rev. J. K. McLean Gives 


Some Interesting Facts. 


Chinch Membership as Compared to the 


Total Population, 


The pioneer Vrotestant Cnurch of our j 


city was the First Presbyterian, organized | 
iu April, 1803. Its first house of -worship 
stood in the lieiRhborbood of Harri :on and 
Fifth streets, densely surrounded oy onk 
trees. One o! tbe most notable traditions 
connected with tbu building is that, lacking 
all under-plnninf; or under-boartiini?, it 
afforded a conveuieutand attractive refuge 
for the swine, which theu irequemod tho 
streets of the incipient village. Occasionally 
during service time an uproar would arise 
arnooR this lower 
cougre^atiOD, which 


gadly interferred with tbe reverence and 
devotion of that part of it located higher 
up, especially the youthful portion. 


The next organization was effected by the 


Baptists iu December, 185-1. They claim tha 
honor of dedicating th« first Protestant 
Church bnildtnK completed ia the <:.ty. It 
stood at tbe c-.orner of Fifth and Jefferson 
Streets.

Protestant churches of 1861, had by 1871 
increased to eleven, by 1881 to twanty-one 
and by 1891 to fifty-seven. 
Tbe 205 Protestant communicants of 1SG1 
bad by 1871 increased to 1025, by 1881 to 
4000 «nd by 1S91 to 6250. 
And th« ratio in 1861 of one Protestant 
communicant to every 13% of the popn 
!ation, had by 1871 grown to be one ont of 
eTiry 12 1-5 of the population, in 1881 to 
one out of every 8& of the population and 
in 18*1 to one out of every 8 of ihe popu- 
lation. So that In the thirty yeirsnnder

At the present time there are in Oak- 


laud alone four flourishing and well at- 
tended Catholic Churches. 
During the 


last quarter of a century the church has 
made strenuous efforts to keep pace \vith 
the growth, of the city, and it can be 
said with truth that sshe has beenjsuccess- 
ful. 


In the early days the spirituo.1 wants 


of her children undoubtedly suffered to 
no inconsiderable extent. 
Rev. Father 


King's parish waa composed of more 
acres than people. 
It included- Oak- 


land, Berkeley, Sau Leaadro, Haywards 
and San Tablo, and he was also expected 
to visit any houses that were in che sur- 
rounding neighborhood. 


It is evident that there must have been 


n vast difference between the transient 
services which the faithful were privi- 
leged to attend in those 
days 
and 


the many facilities offered them at pres- 
ent. 


During 1891 the church has made some 


very substantial progress in our midst. 
As one of the leading features of her 
work is the unostentatious manner in 
which it is carried out, the public are 
not always aware of the vast amount of j 
good that she accomplishes through her 
various charities, or oi the material prog- 
ress she is ever making. 


Tlie number of those who worship in 


our churches has been largely increased 
during tho year, and the present condi- 
tion of all our beneficiary societies is very 
encouraging and the membership of each 
is steadily increasing.

My first acquaintance with the courts of 


Alameda county -.rag in 1863. 
To enable 


readers ol THE Tiu i UKE to realize the ditter- 
encein the bulk of court business iben and 
now,

The Courthouse was, for those days. n. 
rather massive looking two-story brick 
building with Corinthian columns m front. 
Tbe basement wap occupied asa jail; the 
first floor had a wide hall extending the 
whole length of the building, flanked on 
either side with ofllcea of the Clerk, Sher- 
iff, Recorder, Treasurer, and Board of Su- 
pervisors, whiie tho entire tipper story wafi 
a large courtroom, except the head of the 
stairs, -where were- located the judge's 
chambers and a jury room. 


In front of the Courthouse was an up- 


turned 
California maple of considerable 


eize.whoae tops furnished hitching posts for 
numberless horses, and the body was the fa- 
vorite seat for local talent to chew tobacco, 
spit, and spout politics. The County Court 
held three terms a year and the District 
Court three; and the same courtroom did 
service for both courts. 


Population was then quite evenly distrib- 


uted. Oakland township, includinp the 
city, had EO greater populat'on than Wash- 
ington township. In the full of 1863 an 
election was held tor county officers. 
Iu 


the 
Republican nominating 
convention 


Washington had sixteen delegates, Oak- 
land, sixteen; Brooklyn, eight; Eden, eight; 
Murray, two. In that convention I waa 
nominated 
for District Attorney. The 


County Central Committee assessed tbe 
caudidat.es for the expenses of tho cam- 
paign. My assessment was $40, which I 
paid. So 'frugally was the campaign car- 
ried on that at its close the committee hail 
a surplus oC money, and 1 had returned to 
me $10. It is commonly believed that the 
example has never since been followed. 


Hon. Hoble Hamilton was then Jodge of 


the County Court, and Hon. S. B. McKee 
of the District Court. At that time this 
district embraced the counties of Contra 
Costa, Aiomeda, Santa Clara, and Sauta 
Cruz. The County Judge's salary was 
¥2100 per annum; and as he was not in- 
hibited from practice in the District and 
Supreme courts he nearly or qnito doubled 
his salary by law practice. 


The cimnty oilicers all resided at the 


county aeat'except the District Attorney, 
George M. Ulfiki 
1. 


The furniibings of a lawyer's otTice on 


this side of the bay were generally of s. 
very primitive 
character, "Wood's Di- 


gest," tha Statutes, tbo Supreme 
Court 


Reports of the State and a lew textbooks 
cooBtitntod the bulk of most libraries. 
There were a few exceptions. 


Tha Courthouse block was uninclosed. 


Every family iept one or more cows, and 


no owner ever dr -amed of buying feed. 
Ths Courthouse blcck and the vacant town 
jots furnished ricli grazing ground*, and 
in hot weather the .ihady side of the Court- 
house was crowied with sloepy, ruminat- 
ing co\vs, almost loo content to fight flies. 
They made the air redolent of tha odor of 
a dairy yard. 
The District Attorney had DO deputy, nor 


the need of any. 


Itfrequoutly happened that the jail had 


not a tenant, an<i occasionally B term of 
court passed «iih iut a criminal to try or 
a cuse requiring the services of a grand 
jury. At tuo Apiil term, 1 think in ISM. 
no grand jury h:.d couvcnud but soon 
after a verv bold robbery occurred at Zim- 
merman's" Mountain House in what was 
known as the Stockton ljass. on tho greiit 
highway from Oak,and by Kaywards and 
tin; Arnador Valley to rfsocktou and ths in- 
terior. Three lawloss fellows from Sacra- 
memo had ln'ii u;j Zimmerman and his 
wife and demanded money, which they did 
not have. Tau rohbers made threats, but 
went no furtner eo lar as phys cal violence 
was concerned.

During my (erm a.i District Attorney, i 


traveled to all parts of '.ho oou-.ury on 
horseback, and at t':i« end of niy term thorc 
were very few pei>ons in Alameda county 
that 1 could uotclanu as personal acquaint- 
ances. 
In the County C mrt for many years.it 


wad the usual course to convene a grand 
jury on thj first Monday of a term. 
It 


rarely remained in =essiun longer than two 
days'; and 1 cannoi now rememijdr H uraud 
jury that remainei: ii\ session a full week 
prior to 1S7U. 


The trial jury v, as called for the third 


ilondiiy oi tne term and the criminal cal- 
endar "was usually closed on tbo same 
week. There were no court reporters and 
was no unusual thing to try tv.-o or three 
caoes in onu day. 
Ho that generally thu 


business of a term of tbe county court 
would l;e closed ov.t in Gix weeks from, its 
beginning. 
Up to ISCT, no iuclosure or improve- 


ment of the courtl'onse grounds had ever 
been made. Meautime a railroad had been 
been built from Alameda wharf to Hay- 
wards, and thero began to he murmurs 
about :removal of the county seat. This 
spurred the Hoard of Supervisors, who op- 
posed removal, to improvement. 
The 


grounds were fenced, graded, cultivated 
ima set to oroamuntal trees and bhrubs. 
iiut the scat of empire and population was 
towards! Oakland. 
It had 
been deter- 


mined upon as the railroad terminus. 


Then came tho great earthquake of Octo- 


ber, 
1SOS, which shook down thu old court 
house. Tha county offices and the cour's, 
so far as any were ,"ield, were moved to tho 
little wooden Methodist Church on Hays 
strest in Sun Leant!]* while the Super- 
visors rebuilt on the sue of the old court- 
houee. 
Sull as Oakland grew strong" the de- 


mand grew louder ,or county seat removal. 
Legislative action w>:s attempted in 18'i9 
ana failed. 
At the next Legislature a geu- 
eral act was passed enabling oountie? to 
submit the question of removal to a votn. 
.1 had long been evident that whenovtr it 
came to vote it would be carried. 
In 


1S72 n removal was voted. But tho oppo- 
sition died hard. The removal was made 
iu ICast Oakland, which remained the 
county seat until the completion of the 
present court hou^a and its occupauy ia 
September, 1875. 
Aluaiitime the business of the courts had 


doubled and trebled and quadrupled. I 
wasKected County Judge in 1SG7, and held 
tho office until 187k When I took thu ollicu 
it hardly interfered with my practice. But 
:t so turned out lh:.t in 1S73 I found my 
em.ire time taken rp with the duties of my 
office, and my outbids practice was not 
worth $100 u year. In. other words, the 
harder 1 worked ihe poorer 1 grew, i 
therefore resigned, 
In 1330, by furc.H of the new Conntitutiou, 


the County, I'robaiB and District Courts 
were all merged in the Superior Courts. 
Karlv in ISSO'it ber.ime evident trial theru 
was more work tlian two judges could 
MV'T.age. Judge C:'a:xe became blind, as I 
believe, from tryin:; to do too mucn. The 
Legislature of 1SS1 added another depart- 
ment, and as population grows there must 


be increased growth in the business of the 
couris. The time ii> not far distant when 
tho publin exigencies will call for another 
department. 


5ow, let us compare thu law lmsine»» of 


1863 and of 1890. and we can ruadil/ per- 
ceive that we have been growioft. In tlm 
year 1863 there wore begun in the District 
Court 101 actions. In the year 1S90 them 
were instituted in the Superior Court 758 
new actions. In 1863 in the Probut* Conrt 
nineteen now proceedings were instituted. 
In 1S90 in tho Probate Department BIO new 
proceedings wore begun.

Frank E. Sprague, an ox- 


naval officer, was the 
inventor, and 


the fame of the Sprague system soon 
spread all over the country. 
Since the 


Oakland Consolidated Kailway Company 
adopted this system the Edison General 
Electric Company has purchased all the 
Sprague Company's rights. 


The points of superiority asserted for 


the Edison system over all others con- 
sists principally in the method of apply- 
ing the power. In the Thomson-Hous- 
ton system, for instance, the power is 
conveyed directly from the generator 
nlong the central trolley wire to the mo- 
tors under tho cars. In the Edison sys- 
tem the trolley wire is not connected 
with the generator at all, but the power 
is fed in from other wires running along 
on the side poles. The feeding in is done 
at every fourth pole—or every 520 feet. 
Though the Thomson-Houston systorn 
thus costs less for construction,.requiring 
fewer wires, it i-- asserted that if it burns 
out at all it burns out all along the line, 


.ureas if in the Edison system there is 


such an-accident it will only affect the 
520 feet controlled by one feed-in wire, 
and thus the cost and" time of repairing 
Trill be much less. 


The cars have a motor at each end. 


The power ia conviyed along the trolley 
wire through the trolley and along a wire 
on the trolley pole, through the switch- 
board to tha motors.

SAME QUESTIONS KEVIEWED. 


Now this critic in the columns of tho 


Alameda paper of Thursday evening, sums 
up bin accusations against the Palatine in 
a s»rl«s of questions which it is proposed to 
review. 
Questions 1 and 2 are: "Is it not a fact 
lhat the paid up capital of The Palatine 
Insurance Company, limited, was only 
515,000 in 1SS9? Is it not a fact that the 
paid up capital of the Palatine at tho 
present time is only $600,000." 
To both questions yes. But there is 
something further due to the policy holders 
of the Commercial Insurance Company, 
who are reinsured in the Palntine, else 
Critic may alarm them 
to thoir 
dis- 
advantage. 


An investigation of tha sftairs of the 
Paio'.iuo shows that it was founded in 18SG 
ill Manchester, as a subsidiary company 
to tha Mtituml Fire and Uiiitod Fire lie- 
insurance offices of Great Britian. Until 
tbe past two years it only attempted a 
small business, and following the methods 
of many of tba British corporations only 
a fifth of its subscribed capital was called 
in. Under the English law all subscribed, 
but unpaid, capital is considered as (jc-od 
as surplus to policy holders, because tho 
subscribers give thoir notes and maybe 
cal'.ed upon in pay up all the subscribed 
capital whenever it Is needed. 
Now the Palatine has a inanai^sr, J. N. 
Lane, who is nn organizer and combiner of 
insurance capital and interests of such 
ability tnat would do credit to any of our 
American financiers. He succeeded ii:j 
having the Palatine absorb the Mutual 
Fire Offices' business, also tbu Mutual 
Accidents' business in 1880, *nd in Febru- 
ary of this year it took tbe business of the I 
Iile oE Man Fire Insurance Company, j 
It 
then 
became necessary 
for 
the 
Palatine 
to 
increase its capital, and 


before tbe British Parliament had passed 
an act permittmR British companies to in- 
craase tbeir capital ad lib., the Palatine 
directors reorganized tho company on a 
basis commensurate with its newly ac- 
quired interests. Its authorized capital IB 
$5,000,COO, of which $3,000,000 is subscribed 
for, and of tbU $600,000 is paid in leaving 
$2,400,000 to be called in at auy time 
necessary, and which under the Jaiv of 
England is considered as good as a surplus 
land. 


A LEGITIMATE ASSKT. 


The Palatine's Critic next asks: "Is it 


not a fact that in tbo statement of the 
Palatine then! appears on unsecured loan 
to tbe United Fire Re-insurance Company, 
limited, of $277,530?" 
. . . . . . 
Tu this the answer is "no.1 
At the time 
tha statement in 
question was made, 
doubtless there was a balance of $_!/,,5.% 
owinc the Palatine from the United Kire 
Company, but it bad no more the charac- 
ter ol on unsecured loan than would one 
of Mr. Critic'.- dollars if belli in his rieht 
hand instead ;)f reposing in bis pocketbook 
held in his led hand. 
Tbe reason for this is that botb com- 
panies; are under tho same management, 
and under Mr. Lane's directions tbe Pala- 
tine and the United Fire become jointly 
responsible on policies. The latter has a 
paid up cupitiil of $500,000 and subscribed 
capital of $l,L'->0,000,which may be called in 
it any time. Its cash assets exceed $1,200,-
